The heart of the flower is a 
bright yellow, which shades off 
to almost white at the bottom 
of the falls and the top of the 
standards. The buds are bright 
yellow, because the under side 
of the open fall is yellow and 
the top side is faced with white. 
It blooms very late in the sea- 
son; is winter hardy; 38 inches 
tall. Has tertile pollen and sets 
seeds well.
